BELIEY'ES GRAND JURY RIGHT 
IN ASKING ADDITIONAL AID 


Editor R elist or—Boing 
a 
corn 
grower In low» aa well as an Or­ 
an r# grow or In California, I road 
with considerable internat your edi­ 
torial on th* report of the grand 
Jury. In The Register, January 28tb. 
You stated in this article that you 
were not sold on acme of the rec­ 
ommendations of the grand Jury, 
particularly the one regarding th# 
county hortlcaltural commissioner's 
office. 
Ton. possibly, 
bare 
not 
made a «jarsful study rn* the duties 
of the horticultural commissioner. 
lf you will go ocer some of their 
reports and over the laws which 
they have to enforce, I am sure that 
you will be in sympathy with the 
requests for more help to cxrry out 
the work In this county. 
The next editorial following tho 
one on the report of the grand 
Jury pointed out the deplorable con­ 
dition In the middle west. where the 
Kure pean corn borer has been dis­ 
covered. and the enormous oppro- 
prtaiton made necessary to carry 
out the quarantine! and Investiga­ 
tional work. seeking a control for 
this newly introduced foreign pest. 
I am afraid, Mr. Editor, that you 
hav# failed to associate the <*on- 
dition pointed out 
in 
th# second 
editorial with the statem ents made 
in your article on the report of 
the grand Jury. 
You know that it 
Is the duty of th# horticultural com­ 
missioner to protect In every pos­ 
sible way the agriculturalists cf this 
county, by preventing the introduc­ 
tion of new and dangerous Insect 
pests and plant diseases. 
This is 
the basis upon which the office was 
created and is the foundation of all 
the work of the state department of 
agriculture. 
Do you know that the present 
federal quarantine act was based 
upon the early work done In this 
state along plant quarantine lines? 
If you will study the report of Mr. 
Frederick Mask ow 
on 
the 
early 
quarantine work in this state on 
phylloxera, codling moth, cottony 
cushion and purple scale, and nu­ 
merous other pests which arouse 
the Interest of growers and cause 
them to endeavor to control those 


newly Introduced pests and to take 
steps to prevent the further intro­ 
duction of foreign pests, you will 
learn the 
necessity 
of 
devoting 
much attention to this line of work. 
In glancing over the list of pests 
that are responsible for the major 
control operations in this state, we 
find that practically 
all of them 
have been Introduced; in fact, of 
the common insect pests of eco­ 
nomic Importance, something over 
1000 have been introduced from for­ 
eign countries. 
Had we at that 
time had a knowledge of some of 
these insects, no doubt proper quar­ 
antine orders would have been pro­ 
mulgated to prevent their introduc­ 
tion. 
In 1912. the plant quarantine act, 
passed by congress, created the fed­ 
eral horticultural board and placed 
in their hands the authority to pre­ 
vent further introductions of insect 
pests and plant 
diseases 
which 
would add to the cost of producing 
agricultural products. 
Only a week or 
so ago, In the 
bncgaee of a passenger coming in­ 
to this state, was found live Medi­ 
terranean fruit 
fly. 
Should this 
pest ever become firmly establish­ 
ed in the fruit growing sections of 
California, it would mean a cost to 
our agriculturists of several times 
the amount expended for the. con­ 
trol of European corn borer In the 
middle west. 
I am wondering if you have ever 
studied the enormous cost to Flor­ 
ida to eradicate citrus canker. 
I 
am wondering if J-ou have taken 
into consideration the fact that this 
same dreaded disease has been kept 
out of California through the proper 
enforcement of our quarantine laws. 
The horticultural 
commissioner's 
office is only a cog in the wheel 
to c a r r y out the quarantine orders 
and to stay the spread of those 
pests that have become established 
here. 
Do you know that only a few 
years ago a new pest was intro­ 
duced into this state which was 
later known as Cltrophilus mealy 
bug? 
This insect has now spread 
over a large percentage of the cit­ 
rus growing sections of California. 
and while 
biological 
control has 
been used and is much less expen­ 
sive than artificial control, there is 
now expended annually from $50,- 
000 to $75,000 for the control of this 
insect. 
The acreage of Cltrophilus mealy 
bug in this county la larger than 
that of the rest of the state. 
For 
the control of this pest. the grow­ 
ers last year were willing to make 
available for this purpose some­ 
thing like $52,000. 
This pest will, 
no doubt, continue to spread be­ 
cause our citrus acreage is a solid 
block. It has cost for the produc­ 
tion of the beneficial Insects used 
for the control of this pest about 
one cent per insect; last year. in 
this county, the cost of production 
was reduced to less than one-half 
cent. 
An effort has been made to 
liberate ten of these Insects per 
tree and to cover the acreage we 
now have, It would require 17,000,-

and to serve abatem ent notices up­ 
on owners, and they m ust inspect 
a huge acreage for rodents and see 
that owner* are using the most up 
to-date methods for the control of 
these pests 
They m ust also see 
that noxious weeds are eradicated, 
For instance, in this county at the 
present time we have only a slight 
infestation of puncture vine, which 
is one of the most troublesome of 
the noxious weeks In this state. To 
control or eradicate this particular 
weed means a great deal to this 
county. 
If you will study some of 
the problems th a t ar# being ex­ 
perienced in other counties where 
no effort has been made to stay 
the spread or eradicate this weed. 
I am sure that you will say that 
If all of the money expended by that 
office was used for the control of 
puncture vine, it would be in the 
right direction 
and 
money 
well 
spent. 
I am wondering if you have tak ­ 
en into consideration 
th at 
when 
emergencies arise, such as the foot 
and mouth disease and the freese 
of 1925, It is necessary to employ 
additional help. I believe th at you 
will admit that we obtained cJaiost 
as much money for the 1925 crop, 
with one-third of it destroyed by 
frost, as was obtained the previous 
year. 
Had this frosted fru it been 
allowed to find Its way Into the 
channels of trade in 
the 
«astern 
markets, not only would our prices 
have slumped, but our frozen fruit, 
as well as the good fruit, would 
have been only a drug on the m ar­ 
ket, and our brands would have 
been, In many instances, brought 
into such disrepute that the buy­ 
ers would have sought fru it from 
other section#. 
Standardization laws are devised 
to protect the consumer and also 
the markets for the producer. 
It 
is necessary for the horticultural 
commissioner's office 
to 
inspect 
the vegetables shipped from this 
county, and last year we had In 
the neighborhood of 4Ü)0 acres of 
tomatoes alone. 
There are certain 
standards established by the Fruit 
and Vegetable Btandardization Act 
and It requires considerable time to 
inspect and follow up this work; 
in fact, It is necessary each sea­ 
son to cause many shipments to 
be reconditioned. 
Now, summing up the work of 
that department, established by the 
state; they have some work to do 
under federal quarantine regula­ 
tions; they must carry out the en­ 
forcement of 
the 
law 
requiring 
growers to control and eradicate 
insect pests, plant diseases, weeds 
and rodents, and they m ust en­ 
force the standardization law as It 
applies to citrus, 
walnuts, 
avo­ 
cados, tomatoes, cauliflower, ber­ 
ries, lettuce and other fruits and 
vegetables produced and sold In 
this «wunty. 
I feel th at you have failed to 
study the actual needs of that de­ 
partm ent 
The office Is In dire 
need of a few extra men at cer­ 
tain seasons of the year, and they 
have asked that the law provide 
for these extra men so that they 
may be used lf needed. 
You, no 
doubt, understand that it costs In 
the nelghbordoohd of 
a 
million 
dollar# a year to control the In­ 
sect pests that have been intro­ 
duced In this «îounty. 
Now, Mr. Editor, wouldn’t It be 
better to spend the next million 
dollars to prevent the introduction 
of citrus canker, white fly, Med- 
diterrean fruit fly, Mexican or­ 
ange maggot, Japanese beetle, a l­ 
falfa weevil, and 
sweet 
potato 
weevil, any of which, no doubt, 


would add to our present coat 
control? 
of 


Do you know that tho men em ­ 
ployed by that off too moat 
an examination given by the state 
department 
of 
agriculture? 
Do 
you know th a t In order to pass 
this examination, 
a 
man 
must 
have had four 
years’ 
technical 
agricultural 
training 
plus 
some 
practical experience, or he must 
have spent sufficient tim e in prac­ 
tical work together w ith techni 
cal reading so aa to be able to 
name our common Insect pests and 
plant diseases and glvs tho chem i­ 
cals for their control and to know 
how to apply them ? Do you know 
that these men have to atart In 
the work at $5 per day? 
Do you 
know th at It has been very hard to 
keep men qualified to fill these 
positions at the present salaries 
available for this purpose? Do you 
know that during foot and mouth 
disease 
and 
the 
frosen 
orange 
season, the men, In order to «sorry 
out the law. were forced to work 
from 12 to 1$ hours p sr day, and 
these men could not bo allowed 
any additional pay for their 
tra time? 
Only 
last 
season, 
the W alnut 
Growers’ association employed one 
of the men engaged in this work; 
one of the large cyanide m anu­ 
facturing 
corporations 
employed 
another; an Orange county fum i­ 
gation concern employed another 
at almost double tho 
salary 
he 
hod been receiving, and one found 
that he was 
losing 
money 
by 
trying to carry on his ranch work 
through employed labor and de­ 
cided to give up this work. 
Isn’t It true th at agriculture Is 
one of the biggest Industries In th» 
this county? Isn’t It tru# thi^t ln-Huut 
sect pests and plant diseases are 
responsible for a very large toll 
and that the agriculturists of this 
county should In 
every 
possible 
way try to prevent any additions 
to our present <»sts In the way of 
production? 
Th# costs of pro­ 
duction are eventually passed on 
to the consumer, and when the 
control of insects cuts down the 
amount of a given product pro­ 
duced or lf It forces the grower 
to expend large sums for control, 
society, as a whole, m ust bear the 
bill. 
Had proper faws been passed In 
the early history of this state and 
sufficient funds been made avail­ 
able to enforce them, no doubt 
today our pest control bill would 
be much less than it la 
I think 
if you will give this m atter a lit­ 
tle study, you will see th at these 
extra men are necessary, and that 
In order to m aintain th at depart­ 
ment, the salaries m ust be on a 
par with those paid In other sec­ 
tions. 
If It is necessary for the 
horticultural commissioner to con­ 
vince every city man of his needs, 
no doubt he will 
have 
a 
hard 
time to obtain funds for his work. 
know, however, that you are In­ 
terested in the welfare of the en­ 
tire county and you 
know 
that 
Orange county now has an acre­ 
age of citrus larger than any other 
county in the state, except Los 
Angeles. 
You also know that In­ 
sect pests find a preferred host 
in this tree as well aa the fruit 
and th at there are numerous oth­ 
er insects and diseases waiting to 
find a foothold in our <*>unty. 
In ­ 
sect pests In the United States 
cause a loss in excess of two bil­ 
lion dollars annually. 
In conclusion, I would like to 
ask lf you aren 't willing to accept 
the verdict of the agriculturists of

printed many columns of matter concerning it, and 
has held its columns open at all times to the Horti­ 
cultural Commissioner, as it has to the Health de- 
oartment, the County Aid Commissioner, the County 
Hospital or any other department of our county gov­ 
ernment that might desire to make its work better 
known to the people of the county. 
Therefore The Register is not willing to plead 
guilty to ignorance of the work of the Horticultural 
Commissioner’s department. 
On the contrary, we 
aver that in genera! we have kept up quite well with 
that department’s activities. 
At least, we have pub­ 
lished for our own and for the public’s information 
whatever articles have come to us from the horticul­ 
tural office. 
But The Register was not represented 
at the meetings of the grand jury. The law holds that 
it is best for grand jury sessions to be secret. There­ 
fore, we had no first hand information as to just what 
occurred there, just why the Horticultural Commis­ 
sioner’s office was asking for additional help. 
So, 
when the grand jury report came out and we were 
informed by three members of the grand jury that 
the question of additional help was passed on hur­ 
riedly the last day of the session, we felt justified as 
a newspaper in saying that "we are awaiting further 
information before we reach a conclusion.’’ 
We are fully aware of the importance of the work 
of the Horticultural Department. 
It ought to have 
whatever help it can use to advantage to do its work 
thoroughly and well. 
We are also mindful of the 
vast importance of the citrus industry to this county, 
and have always given that industry consistent, loyal 
support, and will surely continue to do so. 
But we 
are also mindful of the importance of being sure 
that we get full value for all expenditures of public 
moneys, and that a wise and just apportionment there­ 
of be maintained. 
The tremendous importance of the citrus indus­ 
try to Orange county cannot be underestimated. Va­ 
lencia oranges top the list of our crops. 
In fact, we 
consider the citrus industry of such paramount im­ 
portance that we believe it deserving of weeks of 
time of a grand jury, if that much time is necessary 
to lay before the grand jury •complete information 
concerning the needs of the industry. 
And failure 
to take the necessary time by the grand jury as a 
th o le to study the needs of the Horticultural Com­ 
missioner’s office may be the sole reason why there 
was Any difference 
of 
opinion among the grand 
jurors. 
The general policy of the grand jury had been to 
decline recommendations for additional help and 
raises in salaries for all county offices; there was 
an effort on the part of the grand jury to hold the 
payroll as near to what it now is as possible, in all 
offices. 
Then, on the last day of the grand jury’s 
work, came the action granting the Horticultural 
Commissioner’s office a recommendation for every­ 
thing it asked for in the way of additional help. 
It 
is very true that a committee of the grand jury had 
been at work on the matter, and had interviewed 
many citrus growers on the subject. 
But the grand 
jury as a whole received the matter on the last day, 
and passed the recommendation, and at least three 
members of the grand jury believed the action to 
have been hurried. This situation was touched upon 
in an editorial concerning the grand jury report. This 
editorial brought about today’s Forum article, which 
is published exactly as presented, though w’e feel that 
there are inferences therein as to Thff"Register’s at­ 
titude that are not entirely fair to The Register. 
So far as The Register is concerned, we are now 
perfectly satisfied with the recommendation. A num­ 
ber of citrus men, who above all others should know 
the needs of the industry, have gone over the situa­ 
tion with us. 
They believe the money sought is 
vitally needed. The money had better be used many 
times over rather than take a chance. We might sug­ 
gest, however, that hereafter when such a need arises, 
the matter ought to be taken before the grand jury 
early enough for a full discussion, so that the rec­ 
ommendation would be unanimous. We believe that 
any grand jury that fully understands a need will 
make a recommendation fully satisfactory to an in­ 
dustry as important as is the citrus industry, and that 
the taxpayers will back them up in it.

It is true th at a community as a whole can easily 
lose sight of a famous institution devoted to scien­ 
tific and educational endeavor, lf it is located closely 
at hand. white the well informed people of,all parts 
of the world Who keep abreast of its activities give 
it the credit that is its due. At the sam e time, the 
human element is one that deserves consideration 
and attention. 
As Dr. Webber staged, man engaged 
in any sort of endeavor, appreciate commendation 
and encouragement. 
Recognition from th tfr home 
friends is of as much 
importance 
aa 
recognition 
from the scientific leaders who understand fully 
the immense value of their work in adding to the 
sum total of achievement in establishing new cul­ 
turel and preventive measures th at will add greatly 
to production of im portant fruits and fond crops. 
Men who discover the cures for plant diseases, 
import insecticides to prey upon offensive insect 
pests and spend years in research work to bring 
back the fertility of soil that has been impregnated 
with elements that have destroyed it» usefulness. 
are benefactors of the race and while the average 
citizen in his mad race for quick returns and im ­ 
mediate results in all .th at he undertakes and does, 
may grow im patiet for speed in completion of ex­ 
periments and research work th at it may take 
years to complete to the point where the scientist 
can truthfully say th at he has reached a final solu­ 
tion, when the solution is actually reached, its 
results may add millions of dollars to the sum to ­ 
tal of the value of production and may also bring 
happiness and success to millions of people.

The thing they are after and the organization they 
perfect to get it are the main factors in the m ak­ 
ing of American criminals these days, we would 
say. 
The enormous am ount of wealth Involved in the 
plunder whets the appetite of the criminal class, 
most of which has come to us from foreign coun­ 
tries, and drives them in their cunning and shrewd­ 
ness to deeds of death. 
The automobile only helps 
them out. 
The important consideration is, however, w hat 
are going to do about this crime wave. 
The American city will have to develop police 
forces capable of competing with soma of the moat 
daring criminals in the world. And when the police 
officers catch the criminals our courts will have to 
hold them in prison. Vigorous action and plenty of 
it will do more to discourage criminality than any­ 
thing else we know of. 
This involves both police 
work and a change in our laws.

EUROPEAN 
TUBERCULOSIS 
'CURES’ 
Among the newer methods of treatm ent for tu ­ 
berculosis which have been widely discussed in the 
public press, the secret remedy developed by Henri 
Spahlinger of Geneva, 
Switzerland, has received 
most attention, unless it be for that recently given 
to the gold treatm ent developed by Mollgaard. 
Today the general medical opinion is that the 
Mollgaard 
gold 
treatm ent 
has 
but 
a 
limited 
field, and is certainly not established as a specific 
method for the treatm ent of tuberculosis. 
The Spahlinger method has received much atte n ­ 
tion In England, where attem pts have been made to 
obtain for it government support and considerable 
money endowment. 
Dr. Thomas Nelson discussed recently tan cases of 
tuberculosis treated by Spahlinger personally 
in 
1013. 
It occurerd to Doctor Nelson to find the 
condition today of the ten patient* who were treated 
by Spahlinger a t th at time. 
Of the men and 
women injected with his remedy, the ages varied 
from 18 to 50 years. 
All of the cases, except two, 
were tuberculosis of the lungs, and these concerned 
one case of spine infection and one of tuberculous 
infection of the skin called lupus. 
The patients received varied 
am ounts of the 
remedy during the period of a year, one receiving 
three injections and several more than tw enty-five 
injections. 
Of the patients studied, the one with 
lupus, was still alive after ten years. 
It is well 
known that such patients do not tend to develop the 
severe form of tuberculosis of Ute lungs sometimes 
seen in others. 
The same was true of the patient w ith tubercu­ 
losis of the spine. One of the patients with tuber­ 
culosis of the lungs could not be found, but of the 
remaining seven all were dead. 
It was the opinion of Dr. Nelson that none of 
i these patients showed any improvement after treat­ 
ment, at least certainly no mort than is regularly 
seen with ordinary care. 
The Spahlinger treatm ent must be considered as 
in no way established and not worthy of consid­ 
eration by any American who may feel that he 
ought to go abroad to secure injections either In 
England or in Switzerland where 
they 
may 
ba 
available.

To the taxpayer whose gross or 
not Income for 1926 was $5000 or 
less, and was derived chiefly from 
salary or wages, the problem of 
correctly making out an income- 
tax return is not difficult. Such re­ 
turns are made on Form 1040A, a 
single sheet. 
Persons, any part of 
whose net income, regardless of 
amount, was derived from a busi­ 
ness or profession, including farm­ 
ing, are required to use the larger 
form, 1040.

Scandinavian scientists. Chase S. 
Osborn told tho Lake Champlain 
Association the other night, believe 
that Leif Ericson and his Vikings 
explored “virtually the entire east­ 
ern section of the United States” 
during the eleventh century; 
that 
they visited the mouth of the H ud­ 
son in 1001 and 
discovered 
Lake 
Champlain in 1011. 
Some 
day, 
perhaps, 
Governor 
Osborn wiU give us a book, com­ 
parable to his famous work 
de­ 
scribing the 
m an-eating 
tree 
of 
Madagascar, telling of these Vik­ 
ing explorers. Hitherto all the ef­ 
forts to identify Viking monuments 
in the United States have washed 
out; and most students 
of 
the 
Norse sagas have agre& that Leif 
Ericson nsver got 
beyond 
Nova 
Scotia lf, Indeed, his open 
boats 
ever wandered so far south. But the 
old Norse rovers were such m ar­ 
velous sailors and we know so lit­ 
tle of their feats that lovers of ro ­ 
mance still have reason to hope. 
Leif Ericson certainly visited the 
American continent 
nearly 
five 
centuries 
before 
Columbus, 
and 
probably Norsemen touched 
its 
shores many times thereafter. They 
were a hard breed. L eifs father, 
Erie the Red, outlawed from 
Ice­ 
land, colonized Greenland 
in 
the 
year 983, although only fourteen of 
the twenty-five ships with which he 
set out reached their goal. Green­ 
land may have 
been 
somewhat 
warmer then than It is now—and 
even today carrots and turnips are 
grown in its 
southern 
villages, 
which are hardly farther north than 
Leningrad—but it was cold com­ 
fo rt Some fifteen years later young 
Leif set out, compassless, in an 
open ship jammed with cattle, sheep 
and men, all probably seasick, and 
discovered 
“V inland” 
The 
first 
mention of Vinland occurs in 
the 
writings of Adam of 
Bremen, 
a 
German priest who had visited the 
Danish court, and heard there tales 
told by the Icelandic poet Thorketl 
the P’air about 1050. But the detail 
of the story we owe to the Ericsaga, 
which certainly does not date from 
earlier than the first years of the 
thirteenth century, and the Flat- 
Isle Book, a century and 
a half 
younger, which allows plenty 
of 
time for elaboration. 
Vinland, according to the Green­ 
land tradition, lay south of M a r ­ 
land, and Markland, lay south of 
Helluland. 
Probably Leif was not 
the first to visit Helluland, notable 
for its bard, flat cliffs and rocks— 
almost 
certainly w hat we call 
Northern Labrador. Markland was 
a land of woods and forests (pos­ 
sibly South 
Labrador, 
or 
New­ 
foundland), and the 
Orçanlanders 
continued to visit it, probably for 


I wood—the 
trunks 
of 
Greenland 
trees are a t best three inches in 
diameter—for nearly four centur­ 
ies after Leif’s day. Vinland lived 
in the sagas because 
it 
was 
a 
land where grapes grew and grain 
was planted. Leif’s brother tried to 
revisit it In 1001, but lost his way; 
Thorfinn Karlsefni mads a vain a t­ 
tem pt to colonize it in the years 
1003-06. And then the region fades 
out of the annals. 
Dr. Nansen once compared the 
Vinland narrative with other med­ 
ieval traditions of mysterious Bless­ 
ed Isles in mid-Atlantic, and con­ 
cluded by discrediting even 
Leif. 
But Leif’s details are so m atter of 
fact and common sense that most 
students credit them. At best, how­ 
ever, he and his followers were sea­ 
men who made adventurous excur­ 
sions along unknown coast. It is 
difficult to believe that their land­ 
ing parties made any month-long 
excursion into the interior, such as 
discovery of Lake Champlain would 
have involved
